Premier Mussolini came in 
for a few broadsides, and the con- 
flict even extended to who was re- 
sponsible for writing the Repub- 
lican party platform of 1924. 

While the devate of three hours 
was reaching its climax the Amer- 
ican debt commission was accused 
of having used a new “system of 
mathematics” in figurins the Italian 
debt. 

This accusation came after Sen- 
ator Smoot (Republican), Utah, a 
member of the commissio.. and gen- 
erally regarded as a financial wiz- 
ard, had made an error of $23,000,- 
000 in calculating yearly interest on 
a hypothetical settlement. 


Inquiry Urged by Reed. 


Before the discussion ended, Sen- 
ator Reed (Democrat), Missouri, of- 
fered a resolution directing the Sen- 
ate foreign relations committee to 
investigate Italy’s ability to pay her 
war debt, the extent and terms of 
private American loans to Italy and 
the amount of money spent for 
propaganda in this country. 

Both Senator Reed and Senator 
Robinson, of Arkansas, the Demo- 
cratic leader, who opened the de- 
bate, suggested delay in action on 
the debt settlement until after the 
projected disarmament conference 
to ascertain Italy’s attitude on the 
question of world peace. 

Senator Robinson asserted that 
Mussolini is forming combinations 
that threaten the peace of Europe 
and both he and Senator Reed ad- 
verted to the premier’s speech of 
Sunday at the seventh anniversary 
of the birth of fascism in which 
he urged Italians to be ready when 
the ‘‘wheel of destiny’’ turned. 


Mussolini No Dictator Here. 


Senator Reed declared that if the 
United States would cut off com- 
merce with Italy and refuse to lend 
it any more money the _ Italians 
would begin to understand “that 
not even an Italian dictator can be 
a dictator over America.’’ 

Adverting to the appeal last week 
of Senator Smoot not to make the 
debt settlement ‘‘a football of par- 
tisan politics,’’ Senator Robinson 
said Republican party’s war deht 
platform plank was an invitation to 
political support in, 1924 on the 
basis of the British debt settle- 
ment. Then the Republicans sup- 
porting the Italian settlement were 
charged with violating the platform 
pledge in granting to Italy much 
better terms than those given Great 
Britain. 

Senators Bingham, Connecticut, 
and Edge, New Jersey, Republi- 
cans, disputed this contention, and 
the Democrats were supported then 
by Senator Borah (Republican), 
Idaho. 


Devised After British Pact. 


“Capacity to pay,’ the formula 
set up by the American debt com- 
mission as the basis for the Italian, 
Belgian and other settlements, came 
in for vigorous attack. It was 
charged that this formula was ar- 
rived at after the British settle- 
ment and as a means of justifying 
the commission in giving better 
terms to the other debtors. 

“Italy owes her very life to us, 
Great Britain and France,’ Senator 
Reed declared. “Our obligation to 
Italy was washed out by the blood 
of American soldiers, who were put 
into the line and helped turn’ back 
the Germans after the tlalian sol- 
diers had turned their backs and

“T do not say that Great Britain 
and France owe their lives to us, 
but they owe us a debt of gratitude 
that should not be forgotten for a 
thousand years.”

Technical objection 
may be made on the ground that 
it was not on the agenda when the 
subcommittee hearings were or- 
dered, but the expectation is that 
no such narrow construction wili 
be insisted upon. 

In case the resolution is reported 
favorably by the Senate judiciary 
committee, it will be pressed for 
passage in both houses before Con- 
gress adjourns. 

Its effect would be to provide for 
a full vote in all the States, such 
vote being taken in connection with 
the balloting for members of the 
next House of Representatives in 
1928 or this fall. The expenee, 
it is pointed out, would be insig- 
nificant, as it would be required 
only to provide the extra printing 
of the questions on the ballots.

Sponsors of liberalized retirement, 
pointing out that an increase from 
the present maximum annuity of 
$720 to $1,200 is the principal re- 
lief that is desired, have in mind 
a bill with the age limits at 62 and 
65 years and higher if necessary. 
The lower age limit would apply 
to railway mail clerks and mechan- 
ics, while 65 years would be the 
limit for the general clerical em- 
ployes. 


Cost Is Seen Lowered. 


Advancing of the age limits 
would materially lower the cost, it 
is explained. 

‘There was no: indication, how- 
ever, that the House managers in- 
tended to recede from their stand 
against retirement legislation at the 
present session, although Secretary 
Work disagreed with his board of 
actuaries that an annual appropria- 
tion should be made. 

‘The government Las never appro- 
priated for the retiremnt fund, but 
is obligated to the extent of ap- 
proximately $23,000,000. The ac- 
tuaries, headed by George D. Buck, 
declared that the government 
should make annual appropriations 
to the fund so that its obligations 
would not become staggering in the 
future. 3 

Secretary Work said there was 
no reason why the government 
should appropriate in anticipation of 
future contingencies. The govern- 
ment stands behind is obligations, 
he pointed out. The time wnen the 
government wil] actually have to 
appropriate has been estimated 
variously at between 10 and 25 
years, he pointed out. 


$787,262,501 In 30 Years. 


The proposed increased retire- 
ment at the end of 30 years will 
have cost $787,262,501, the actu- 
aries reported, of which $361,891.- 
463 must be borne by the govern- 
ment. 

Secretary Work recommended a 
. “definite, legislated increase ef 
annuities’’ for employes and point- 
ed out that the actuaries dealt 
with ‘‘several hypotheses so closely 
connected with administrative 
policy that the rule of expediency 
as well as mathematics should be 
considered in determining the fu- 
ture of civil retirement.” 

The Senate civil service commit- 
tee plans to meet today to consider 
the figures. Chairman Lehlbach, 
of the House civil service commit- 
tee, is to return to the Capitol to- 
day and is expected to call his com- 
mittee together immediately.

Sports in Channel 


Facilities for yachting, canoeing 
and other aquatic sports will be 
considered in plans for the improve- 
ment of the upper end of the Wash- 
ington channel, it was announced 
at the United States engineers’ 
office yesterday following a con- 
ference of officials with those from 
the District government and public 
parks and buildings office regard- 
ing channel improvement.

SECOND WIFE SAYS FIRST 
THRUST HER ON HUSBAND 


Mrs. W. C. Thrift Fighting 
Predecessor’s Alienation 
Suit for $10,000. 


What is probably the oddest de- 
fense ever made in an alienation 


suit was presented in circuit court 
yesterday by Mrs. William C. Thrift, 
nee Emma Wetzel, who was sued 
for $10,000 damages by Mrs. Gladys 
R. Thrift, 645 G street northeast. 
The latter was the first wife of 
William C. Thrift, a well Known 
musician. 

The defense, according to the 
record, is a plea to the jury not to 
compel a man’s second wife to pay 
damages to the first wife after the 
first wife, it is alleged, has thrust 
wife No. 2 upon the husband for 
the purpose of obtaining a divorce. 
According to the plea filed for 
Mrs. Thrift No. 2 by Attorneys 
O’Shea and Burnett, the following 
reasons are advanced why no award 
of damages should be made to the 
plaintiff: 

(1) That Mrs. Thrift No. 1 pro- 
cured her divorce in the local courts 
in a case in which she named Mrs. 
Thrift No. 2 ws a codefendant, by 
fraud worked upon Mrs. Thrift No. 
2 for the purpose of obtaining a 
divorce. 

(2) That Mrs. Thrift No. 1 never 
did have the love and affection of 
the husband, and that the affections 
of the husband were alienated by 
the acts of Mrs. Thrift No. 1 and 
that Mrs. Thrift No. 2 had no con- 
trol over the actions of Mrs. Thrift 
No. 1 in this regard. 

(3) That the love and affection 
bestowed upon Thrift by his second 
wife were bestowed because he 
sought and importuned her to do so 
and for no other reason, and had 
not Thrift so sought and beseeched 
her to give him her love and affec- 
tions, such a thing would not have 
happened and Thrift and his second 
wife would have remained stran- 
gers. 

(4) That Mrs. Thrift No. 1 dur- 
ing the time of her marriage to 
Thrift consented to the association 
of Thrift and the woman who is 
now his second wife, and that Mrs. 
Thrift No. 1 took every opportunity 
to place Mrs. Thrift No. 2 and 
Thrift in the company of. each 
other; that it was the connivance 
and collusion of Mrs. Thrift No. 1 
which caused the association of 
Mrs. Thrift No. 2 and the husband;

JUDGE QUESTIONS RIGHT 
TO REDUGE oPEED LIMIT 


Eldridge Can Increase but Not 
Decrease It, McMahon 
Holds. 


Authority of Traffic Director M. 
O. Eldridge to reduce the speed 
limit was questioned by Judge John 
P. McMahon when George lL. 
Gloscoe, of Hyattsville, Md., was 
arraigned in traffic court last night 
charged with exceeding the 15-mile 
speed limit on a section of Bladens- 
burg road northeast. 

Judge McMahon contended that 
the reduction of the speed limit on 
the Bladensburg road was inconsis-~ 
tent with an act of Congress which 
says that no person shall operate 
an automobile in this city at a 
greater rate of speed than is rea- 
sonable and proper with regard to 
the width of the street and traffic 
thereon. 

He said that it was the duty of a 
jury or a judge to. decide when a 
speed is reasonable and proper and 
that the Director of Traffic exceeds 
his authority when he attempts to 
do it. The only expressed atthority 
given the director of traffic by 
Congress, Judge McMahon said, is 
to increase the speed and he never 
was given authority to reduce it. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Ed- 
ward Thomas said that when Con- 
gress repealed the old traffic regu- 
lations it intended to give the di- 
rector of traffic as much power as 
the commissioners had when they 
controlled traffic. He asked that 
the case be continued until tonight 
to enable him to present to the judge 
some authorities on the subject.

AMBASSADOR TELLEZ 
CALLS RUMOR ABSURD 


Foreign Relations Committee 
to Investigate; Johnson Sees 
Grave Situation. 


(By Associated Press.) 


Machinery of the Federal govern- 
ment was set in motion yesterday to 
ascertain the facts regarding re- 
ports that a grant of 2,000,000 
acres of land on Magdalena bay, 
Lower California, had been made 
to a Mexican-Japanese syndicate by 
the Mexican government. 

Simultaneously Don Manuel C. 
Tellez, the Mexican ambassador, de- 
clared that any representation that 
his government had made a land 
grant concession to a Japanese syn- 
dicate was ‘“‘perfectly absurd.” 

He added that reports of similar 
grants in the past had been found 
upon investigation to be without 
foundation. 

Japanese embassy officials later 
said they had no information on the 
subject. 

The first move for an investiga- 
tion was made in the Senate at the 
request of Senator Johnson (Repub- 
lican), California. He asked for 
an early meeting of the foreign re- 
lations committee, and it was prom- 
ised by Chairman Borah, who later 
dispatched telegrams to several 
points in California in an effort to} 
obtain leads on which the commit- 
tee might work. 

Previously Senator Borah had 
sought information from the State 
Department, but was informed that 
it was without official advices. 

The subject was discussed among 
department officials during the day, 
and United States Ambassador 
Sheffield at Mexico City probably 
will be asked to make informal] in- 
— at the Mexican foreign of- 
ice. 

Ambassador Tellez’s statement 

was made after he had visited Sec- 
retary Kellogg at the State De- 
partment, but there was no intima- 
tion whether or not the late report 
had been discussed. Announcement 
of a land grant was made at San 
Diego Saturday by Roberto Farfan, 
a former officeholder in the gov- 
ernment of Lower California. He 
said the grant was to Cal. Vacquez, 
of the Mexican army, and a Japa- 
nése syndicate headed by Dr. Osaw, 
of San Pedro, Calif. The announced 
purpose was the production of rub- 
ber and vegetable dyes. 
_ Adverting to this announcement 
in the Senate, Senator Johnson said 
it would be premature for him to 
comment on the published account 
of the announcement, but he added 
that it came with all the versimili- 
tude of truth, and dealt with ‘‘a 
sufficiently grave and important 
situation, so that we ought to know 
exactly the facts.’’ 

Senator Johnson cited the _ inci- 
dent of a number of years ago, 
when an American concern holding 
a concession on -Magdalena bay 
sought the privilege of selling a 35 
per cent interest to a Japanese syn- 
dicate. 

This request led to a resolution 
in the Senate by the late Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, and a 
declaration of policy by the then 
Secretary of State Knox. 

The Secretary’s declaration was 
that ‘“‘such a transfer would be 
quite certain to be interpreted in 
some quarters in such a manner as 
to cause a great outcry, and that 
such a result would be so obviously 
a cause of regret to the government 
of the United States that it would 
appear unnecessary further to com- 
ment upon the disposition of the 
Zora government in the prem- 

ses.”’ 


Americans Fail to Alter 


Mexico City, March 29 (By A. 
P.).—-The American oil men who 
have been here for some time dis- 
cussing with Senor Morris, minister 
of labor, commerce and industry, 
the question of the regulation of 
the new petroleum law, are leaving 
for the United States. The view 
prevails in Mexican official circles 
that the conferences have not 
served to change materially the pro- 
visions of the law and that the offi- 
cial announcement of the regula- 
tions will find the fundamental po- 
sition of the Mexican government 
sustained. 

Chester O. Swain, of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., tonight made the fol- 
lowing laconic statement: 

“The discussions have closed 
aftew 2 full and frank exchange of 
points of view. The oil companies 
now await the issuance of the 
regulations, according to the de- 
termination of the executive 
power.” . 

Mr. Swain added that the oil 
men appreciated the courtesy of 
the Mexican government in afford- 
ing them an opportunity to present 
their viewpoints.

‘Mexico City, March 29.—The 
much-discussed regulations under 
the law enacted in accordance to 
article 27 of the constitution bet- 
ter known as the antialien land law, 
and which has been the subject of 
several motes exchanged between 
the United States and Mexico, were 
published in today’s Diario Official 
and are thus promulgated and in 
force. 

That several of the objectionable 
features of the antialien land law 
have been removed by the regula- 
tions, is the opinion of American 
legal experts here, who devoted the 
entire morning to study of them. 

First, the retroactivity of the law 
as affecting. properties . acquired 
prior to May, 1917, which has been 
the basis of the American com- 
plaint contained in three notes, 
seems to be removed. 


Dealt With in Article 18. 


Article XVIII, of the regulations, 
dealing with this point, is most im- 
portant and reads: 

“In conformity with the provi- 
sions of Article XIV, of the general 
constitution of the republic, none 
of the provisions of the law nor of 
the regulations will be applied 
retroactively in prejudice of any 
person.’’ 

Another favorable feature of the 
regulation is that if for any reason 
an owner cannot sell his property 
within the period of five years 
specified in the law, the department 
of foreign relations may extend the 
time specified. 


a 


The regulations also remove the 
obligation which it was considered 
impossible te comply with, which 
was that the numerous foreign 
stockholders in Mexican companies 
had to present direct written waiv- 
ers of citizenship to the department 
of foreign relations. The law which 
requires such waivers can be com- 
plied with by incorporating an ar- 
ticle in the constitution or by-laws 
of companies to the effect that any 
‘foreigners acquiring an interest in 
the companies will be considered 
by that simple fact as Mexicans in 
respect to said interests or sharés, 
and will be understood to agree 
not to invoke the protection of their 
governments. 

This clause or waiver must also 
be printed on all future certifices 
of shares issued by Mexican cor- 
-porations. This, it is pointed out, 
eliminates much burdensome red 
tape. 

A feature, which by some legal 
experts is held subject to objection, 
is the fact that the regulations do 
not change article 38, of the law 
which prohibits Mexican companies 
from owning or acquiring agricul- 
tural properties when 50 per cent 
or more of the total interests of a 
company are held by foreigners, but 
such foreigners who acquired these 
interests prior to the taking effect 
of the law, but subsequent to May 
1, 1917, when the constitution took 
effect, are given ten years in which 
to dispose of such interests.

WAR CLAIMS. PAYMENT 
PLAN GIVEN 10 CONGRESS 


Bill Introduced for U.S. to Pay 
$250,000,000 Germany 
Owes Americans. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
The Treasury’s plan to pay im- 
mediately the $250,000,000 in 
claims of American citizens against 
Germany on its own account, trust- 
ing to a refunding by the collection 
of German reparations, was put up 
to Congress for approval yesterday 
in a bill introduced by Represent- 
ative Mills (Republican), of New 
York. 

The program provides for a com- 


erty of German nationals held: by 
the alien property custodian, and 
the payment of German owners of 
ships, radio stations and patents, 
taken and used by the American 
government. 

It authorizes the government to 
borrow the money necessary to 
make such payment, and provides 
that all receipts received from 
Germany on account of reparations 


and the costs of maintaining the 


American army on the Rhine shall 
be applied to a liquidation of this 
debt. The $30,000,000 in interest 
from money on deposit with the 
alien property custodian prior to 
1921, also would be applied. 

Thus the Treasury proposes to 
wind up within eight years, the time 
it is estimated will bé required to 
meet the proposed debt, all fiscal 
dicerences between Germany and 
America resulting from the war, 
which would take 80 years under 
the Berlin treaty and the repara- 
tions program. 

Germany would be relieved of 
some of the strict terms of the 
Berlin treaty under the program, 
Officials explained, but the plan was 
declared by its author, Acting Sec- 
retary Winston, of the Treasury, 
as “fa recognition of sound policy 
in the treatment of war losses of 
our own citizens and of the prop- 
erty of enemy nationals.’’ 

“It is a comprehensive settle- 
ment,”’ he said, ‘fof all the princi- 
pal questions between the United 
States and Germany left from the 
war and it is recognized on both 
sides as an equitable adjustment 
of our moral and legal obligations, 
fs in conformity with our tradi- 
tional principles of fair dealing, 
and will mean one more step to- 
ward the restoration of sound con- 
ditions in the world.”’ 

Mr. Winston has been at work 
on the proposal for several months. 
The State Department has been 
kept advised of the phrasing of the 
bill, but it was not stated definitely 
yesterday that either the depart- 
ment or President Coolidge had 
officially approved it.

in reading from an ordinary copy 
of ‘“‘Innucents Abroad’’ and from 
the reduced copy held in the read- 
ing machine. After reading for sev- 
eral minutes in each way, it was 
found by actual count that there 
was no loss in speed while using 
the machine, although the reader 
Was unaccustomed to it. 

Furthermore, no fatigue was no- 
ticeable in using the instrument to 
read several chapters. 

The first important field in which 
Admiral Fiske expects to see his in- 
vention used to advantage is that 
of reference books. Encyclopedias, 
dictionaries, law books and records 
read more from necessity than for 
pleasure, appear to him the ideal 
field to enter first. These books are 
all of a bulky nature, hard to read 
from and difficult to store con- 
veniently. 

“This system,” the inventer said 
in summary of its usefulness, “of- 
fers an immediate solution of the 
serious problem confronting all 
libraries and offices in the matter of 
providing space for preserving es- 
sential records. If the system were 
to be used for no other purpose, I 
hope it will prove a contribution to 
progress in this field.” | 

Beyond this first use, however, 
the admiral expects the time will 
come when all reading matter will 
be presented to the public in this 
form.

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In a technical sense, the Federal 
government would have no power 
to force the several States to hold 
the referendum. But the joint 
resolution would authorize the sev- 


eral States to conduct it and the 
assumption is that virtually all of 
the States would cooperate will- 
ingly. In case a State declines to 
participate, the resolution provides 
that ‘‘the Postmaster General and 
the Secretary of Commerce shall 
provide for the conduct of the 
referendum in such State through 
the postoffices, the bureau of cen- 
sus or such other agencies within 
their respective jurisdictions and 
control as they may jointly select 
and in accordance with such regu- 
lations, including penalties’ for 
violation thereof, as they may 
jointly prescribe.”’

The joint resolution would pro- 
vide, of course, for an appropria- 
tion by Congress to take care of 
the cost of the referendum.

Maj. Brehon B. Somervell, en- 
gineer corps, U.S. A., will leave the 
Army War college August 14 to be- 
come district engineer for Wash- 
ington, succeeding Maj.

Maj. Somervell, said to be the 
youngest officer possessing the dis- 
tinguished service cross and dis- 
tinguished service medal, was born 
in Arkansas, May 9, 1892, and en- 
tered the United States Military 
Academy in March, 1910, being 
commissioned a second lieutenant 
of engineers June 12, 1914. 

He was a major at the time of

We maintain an elaborate service 
here for protection of the sanitary 
welfare of the city.

“On the other hand, I can readily 
see how duplication of work, con- 
fusion, lack of efficiency and loss 
of valuable time in. dealing with 
health emergencies would be al- 
most certain to result. 

“Congress never lodged control 
of school medical inspection with 
Originally the 
commissioners appointed the per- 
sonnel of the school medical in- 
spection staff. Then the board of 
education claimed the right to ap- 
point. For a time the issue was 
evaded by both the board of educa- 
tion and the commissioners passing 
on these appointments. Then, by 
default, the school board exercised 
the power alone. 

“When the question of sttiolency 
ratings came up recently, Dr. J. A 
Murphy, head of the school medical 
service, compiled the ratings of his 
assistants and prepared to hand 
them over to, the school authorities.

What could he do, except 
send the pupil home and report the 
case to us? We would then be get- 
ting a later start on cleaning up the 
situation than ‘f the inspector was 
our man, exercising health depart- 
ment authority in the first place. 
He could go at once, himself, into 
the home of the pupil and make his 
own investigation and inspection.

TAX REGEIPTS INCREASED 
DESPITE REDUCED RATES 


Unexpected Gains Remove 
Chance of Deficit, Says 
_— SOCreary. 


STOCK FALL DISCOUNTED 


First quarterly income tax re- 
ceipts this year exceeded by more 
than $40,000,000 those of the cor- 
responding period last year, despite 
reductions in the new tax law. 


More than $480,000,000 first 
quarterly payments have been re- 
ceived by Treasury officials so far 
with indications pointing to a sum 
in excess of $490,000,000 when all 
returns are in, as compared with a 
total of $441,000,000 received last 
year for the same period. 

These figures, according to 
Treasury officials, indicate that 
there is no possibility of a Treas- 
ury deficit this year. Acting Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Winston de- 
cClared yesterday that the unex- 
pected amount in tax receipts shows 
the general prosperity of business 
throughout the country. 

It was pointed out that men in 
certain’ industries paid a much 
larger sum this year despite the 
fact that they availed themselves 
of the large reduction in percentage 
of taxation under the new revenue 
bill. The only class of people 
whose first quarterly receipts 
showed a reduction, Treasury of- 
ficials stated, were those earning 
net incomes of $5,000 or under. 

Treasury officials indicated that 


markets would not be felt generally 
by business interests. Wholesale 
and retail charts, Treasury officials 
pointed out, show little variation, 
even during the recent slump in the 
stock market.

THE WORLD'S DEBTS. 

When the world war closed in 1918, it was 
estimated that the war and other indebted- 
ness of the world was somewhere between 
$5354,000,000,000 and $382,000,000,000. The 
prewar debt of the world was about $48,000,- 
000,000. In four years the war increased the 
financial burdens of the nations more than 
nine times. Many of these national debts have 
been increased since 1918; so that today it 
may be stated with a degree of accuracy that 
the total national indebtedness of the civilized 
countries of the world amounts to something 
like $390,000,000,000. Of course these are 
estimates. The national debts of Great Brit- 
ain, France, Germany, Italy and the United 
States alone mount up to something like $250,- 
000.000.000, measured in gold. 


Today. foreign governments owe the United 
States Treasury approximately $10,000,000.- 
000; while foreign municipalities and private 
enterprises or industrials owe American pri- 
vate investors approximately $9,500.000,000 
more. The Treasury and Congress have ex- 
tended the government debts some 62 years. 
It is presumed that the Treasury and the debt 
adjusters believe these debts will be paid with- 


‘in the time specified; but a doubt still lurks 


among competent financiers. 

An opinion appears to be growing that the 
billions of dollars invested privately at high 
rates of interest in foreign countries may not 
be paid; and, if not, the investors and the coun- 
try at large will be the sufferers, not the for- 
eign borrowers. While every one hopes that 
the debts, both public and private, will be paid, 


' it is only fair to those who possess doubt to 


tell the reasons for their doubt. 

The effect of this enormous debt upon the 
leading countries of the world has been stag- 
sering. The war and the debts incurred 
therein have thrown out of joint and adjust- 
ment all the economic forces and’ monetary 
laws, taxing the skill and ingenuity of the 
wisest.- The consequences have not been con- 
fined to Eyrope but have reached the farthest 
limits of the commercial world. 

The payment of approximately $19,000,000.- 
000 by foreign governments and industrial 
enterprises to the United States Treasury and 
private American investors is a task too great 
for ordinary computation. It would take an 
individual 1,925 years, if able to live that long, 
saving a dollar for each minute, to save 
$1,000.000,000, and nineteen times that pe- 
riod to save $19,000,000,000! \ 

It is perfectly clear that it will take many 
generations for these stupendous debts to be 
paid, if they are ever paid. Payment will de-. 
pend upon economic conditions varying from 
generation to generation; and who can fore- 
tell those conditions? 

Nevertheless, while payment is a problem 
for the distant future and a matter of pure 


; speculation, the only thing to do now is to 
| adjust them on the best terms possible, as if 


they were to be paid, and to hope for the eco- 
nomic progress and prosperity of each debtor 
government and private enterprise. 

The payment of more than $390,000.000.000 
in world debts is a problem in infinity. 
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Among a tractor’s weaknesses is its in- 
ability to. stroll afield and. pick up its own mo- 
tive power. 

THE STEEL INDUSTRY. 

Many persons are prone to point 
steel industry as a sample of the great and 
selfish enterprises fostered by legislation for 
the: benefit of the few. It is looked upon by 


people and fattening under 
iquitous laws: 

As a matter of fact, there are many thou- 
sands of individuals holding investments in the 
American steel industry. It pays the hi 
wages, and gives its employes whol 
houses in which to live and sanitary co 
under which to work. 
and recreation, and erects gymnasit 
schools for the benefit of all employes 

All this has brought about an efficiency in 
the American steel industry unknown else- 
where. Only by means of efficiency and lower- 
ing of cost of production by mass pro tion 
has the American industry been able to-meet 
competitors in the world’s markets. Yet the 
biggest and best market for the steel business 
is here in the United States. The great bulk Of 
the productions of the domestic industry is 
sold at home. 

It should not be forgotten that the American 
steel industry has powerful foreign competitors 
right in the United States. Germany and 
Belgium are sending certain stea] products into 
the American markets, paying the duty thereon 
and underselling the American product. If 
American wages and living conditions in the 
steel industry are to be maintained, American 
consumers of steel should exert every effort to 
use nothing but American steel. The domestic 
steel industry is facing a serlous problem. It 
should not be assailed from American sources. 
It is a big national asset. 
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You hardly ever see a farmer with a gold 
brick now. It’s hard enough to sell one a 
used car.

Pulling the ear gently causes 
no pain. Middle ear trouble develops 
suddenly and follows a cold in the 
head. 

In mastoid trouble the patient is 
sicker than in the other troubles. 
The tenderness over the mastoid 
cells is greater than in the other 
troubles. If the ear has commenced 
to run and the discharge of pus is 
considerable and continues’ the 
diagnosis of middle ear trouble is 
probable. The suppuration in a 
boil in the ear is not considerable 
and it ends rather promptly.

GUILTY EMPLOYES 
WILL BE DISMISSED 


Three Years’ Investigation of 
Methods Used to Be 
Continued. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


A three year’s investigation of 
practices of attorneys before the 
Treasury Department, especially in 
‘ax cases, culminated yesterday in 
an announcement by Secretary Mel- 
lon that during that time 24 lawyers 
nad been denied the privilege of 
further practicing before the de- 
partment and that fifteen others 
had been suspended pending in- 
quiry. 

In addition, the Secretary order- 
ed that employes found guilty of 
any improper activities in connec- 
tion with such cases should be dis- 
missed from the service. 

Some of the lawyers have been 
banned for some time, Secretary 
Mellon said, but his investigation 
will be continued to make sure that 
no improper methods are used in 
handling tax cases, Charges of 
collusion between lawyers and bu- 
reau of internal revenue employes 
were made recently by Senator 
Glass (Democrat), Virginia, a for- 
mer Secretary of the Treasury. 


Bribe Charge Made. 


Among the cases cited yesterday 
was that concerning Luis I. Obergh, 
vf this city, in which it was assert- 
ed that he had accepted a bribe to 
pay to a person in the income tax 
unit.

LIKELY NEXT MONTH, 


Transit aetna Officials 
Will Supply Financial Sta- 
tistics About April 10. 


Revision of the fare schedule of 
the Washington Rapid Transit Co.’s 
motorbus lines may be undertaken 
next month, it was indicated yes- 
terday by officials of the public 
utilities commission. 

January 1 the rate of bus fares 
was fixed at 10 cents cash, six to- 
kens for 50 cents, for a three-month 
period.
